5. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-16 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the latter, either alone or in combination, does not 
disclose nor render obvious a waveguide-semiconductor device comprising a waveguide 
structure with a multimode interferometer structure that minimizes the reflections of TE modes 
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and a mesa structure that is coupled to the waveguide structure that minimizes the reflections of 
TM modes in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations.

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Shimonaka et al (US 2002/0154848 Al) teach a waveguide-semiconductor coupling 
device. The device includes a waveguide structure with a multi-mode interference region 
coupled to a mesa structure. Shimonaka et al teach that the MMI region and the mesa structure 
confine light in a transverse direction but do not specifically teach that the multi-mode 
interference region minimizes reflections of the TE modes or that the mesa structure minimizes 
reflections of the TM modes.
